TraiiHit  Scheme 

While  citizens  in  the  Greater  Victoria  area 
will  understand  and  appreciate  rhe  difficulty 
in  securing  spot  deliveries  of  new  motor  bus 
vehicles,  there  would  be  disappointment  in 
the  community  if  these  delays  were  to  stretch 
out  into  an  indeterminate  future.  The  essence 
of  the  new  transit  K'hcme  was  that  it  would 
do  away  with  the  street  car  tracks,  and  re- 
place the  present  mixed  service  with  an  in- 
tegrated motor  bus  system.  While  naturally 
that  cannot  be  done  without  buses,  the  com- 
munity will  expert  that  every  reasonable 
effort  will  be  made  to  secure  delivery  of  suffi- 
cient new  vehicles  to  bring  the  uniform  plan 
progressively  into  operation. 

It  is  announced  now  on  behalf  of  the  tran- 
sit operators  that  the  integrated  service,  with 
transfer  privileges  to  the  thrce-and-a-half- 
milc  limit,  may  come  into  effect  on  Septem- 
ber 1 or  October  I.  depending  on  the  de- 
livery of  needed  motor  buses.  A great  deal 
will  remain  to  be  done  then  before  even  the 
principal  street  car  tracks  arc  covered  over, 
and  this  will  involve  city  road  replacement. 
It  is  there  that  the  time  element  will  influ- 
ence the  picture.  The  City  on  its  part  should 
prepare  for  its  road  program  now.  so  that 
there  will  not  be  further  delay  when  suffi- 
cient vehicles  arc  on  hand  to  make  the  new 
system  whofly  operative. 


HoijHirif;  Shortup;e 

The  housing  survey  of  The  Canadian 
Press  just  issued  shows  how  serious  is  the 
housing  shortage  throughout  the  Dominion. 
In  Montreal,  with  more  than  a million  pop- 
ulation. It  is  stated  that  there  are  only  200 
houses  advertised  for  tale,  and  in  the  port  of 
Halifax  only  32  houses  arc  being  offered  and 
these  of  undesirable  type.  A glance  over  the 
advertising  pages  of  this  paper  will  show 
that  Victoria  can  offer  even  more  than  Mont- 
real, but  unfortunately  present  prices  are  at 
limes  beyond  the  reach  of  many  would-be 
buyers.  This  city,  surrounded  by  some  of 
the  best  building  timber  in  the  world,  has 
probably  better  finished  and  more  modern 
houses  than  the  old  Lastecn  centres,  but  even 
here  the  shortage  is  acute.  A spokesman  for 
the  Canadian  Legion  has  stated  that  there 
is  need  now  for  at  least  1,000  low-rental 
bouaes  in  this  city. 

While  costs  remain  high  and  maienali 
scarce  there  does  not  appear  to  be  much  hope 
for  immediate  betterment.  Either  the  baying 
power  of  the  purchaser  must  be  stretched  to 
meet  the  need,  or  the  cost  be  reduced  to  hii 
Mpacity  to  build  or  to  buy.  Probably  pres- 
sure will  in  time  bring  about  the  latter  al- 
ternative. High  prices,  like  a man  on  the  top 
of  a hill,  arc  more  likely  to  come  down  than 
•o  go  lip.  Emerson  once  wrote  that  "things 
refuse  to  be  mismanaged  long."  and  malad- 
justments are  apt  to  bring  about  their  own 
cure.  Where  demand  is  strong  effort  must 
finally  be  made  to  meet  it.  If  it  seems  at 
present  that  home  seekers  can  do  little  more 
than  hope  that  within  a reasonable  time  nat- 
ural cau.ses  will  bring  about  a needed  adjust- 
ment. the  cure  probably  is  closer  than  that.

Airfiome  ImmigranU 

All  Canada  will  be  watching  with  interest 
the  progressive  step  taken  by  the  Ontario 
Ciovernment  in  encouraging  airborne  immi- 
gration from  the  United  Kingdom.  Some  of 
the  new  settlers  fpund  jobs  before  they  left 
the  air  terminal  on  landing.  Commenting 
on  the  plan.  The  Globe  and  Mail.  Toronto, 
states  in  part  as  follows; 

Yesterday  the  first  step  in  the  great  ven- 
ture was  successfully  concluded  when  thirty- 
eight  men  and  women  from  the  British  Isles 
stepped  out  of  a trans-Atlantic  aircraft  at  To- 
ronto's Milton  Airport,  to  become  residenu 
of  Canada.  The  eager  anticipation,  even  ex- 
citement. which  these  newcomert  undoubt- 
edly felt  as  the  wheels  of  their  craft  touched 
down  on  Canadian  soil  was  shared  by  ibou- 
•ands  in  Ontario.  whoM  imagination  also  had 
been  fired  by  the  magnitude  of  this  under- 
taking. This  handful  is  but  the  forerunner 
of  a wave  of  airborne  immigrants  from  Brit- 
ain. the  beginning  of  the  first  mass  movement 
of  civilians  by  air  the  world  hu  ever  seen.  If 
all  goes  well,  before  the  snow  ffiet.  7.000 
BritOM  should  have  been  moved  into  On- 
tario in  this  way.

Danger  of  Luxuries 

Thai  was  a vigorous  warning  just  given 
to  the  American  people  by  O.  E.  Baker,  an 
authority  on  population  trends  and  professor 
of  geography  at  the  University  of  Maryland. 
B>  a recent  pamphlet  he  foresees  wiif;^  a 
century  a United  States  weakened  by  the 
love  of  luxury  and  ease  and  a decline  in  the 
integrity  of  the  family  as  an  institution  for 
the  reproduction  of  the  race."  He  predicts 
a falling  population  due  to  a declining  birth 
rate  and  asks  how  lOO.OOQ.OOO  people  liv- 
ing in  relative  luxury  and  with  an  abnor- 
mally high  proportion  of  aged  persons  are  to 
keep  out  l.OOO.OOO.OOO  to  2.000.000.000 
people  in  the  Orient,  possessing  an  industrial 
power  much  greater  than  at  present:  or.  he 
says,  there  might  be  a new  Europe  consoli- 
dated under  one  government  with  l.OOO.- 
OOO.OOO people,  half  or  more  Russian. 

Like  many  such  predictions  all  these  arc 
likely  to  be  much  modified  by  future  events. 
If  the  population  of  the  Orient  and  Europe 
rose  to  such  proportions  it  is  hard  to  sec  how 
they  would  live  at  all.  Even  at  this  day  m 
countries  like  China  and  India  population  is 
to  denK  that  with  many  it  is  a constant  and 
often  ineffective  hardship  to  keep  alive.  Nor 
IS  there  any  present  likelihood  that  the  popu- 
lation of  the  United  States  will  decline  as 
the  professor  foresees  If  there  is  so  vast  an 
increase  in  Europe  immigrants  will  swarm 
in  to  fill  the  void. 

At  rhe  same  time  history  bears  out  part  of 
hii  warning  concerning  the  danger  of  decay 
through  luxurious  living.  Principally  from 
this  cause  the  Roman  Empire  fell,  and  the 
destruction  of  the  Ererich  monarchy  was  ac- 
celerated by  the  riotous  courts  of  Louis  f our- 
teenih  and  Eifteenth.  but  there  the  parallel 
ceases.  In  the  case  of  Rome,  the  luxury  was 
confined  to  the  upper  cla.sses  which  slaves 
toiled  to  support,  and  in  France  the  court 
and  nobles  revelled  in  extravagance  while 
peasants  and  workers  lived  wretched  lives. 
In  the  United  Slates,  on  the  other  hand,  the 
amenities  of  life  are  widely  spread,  with  a 
motor  car  for  every  five  people  and  a 
radio  for  every  two.  All  these  are  well  in 
their  way,  but  a life  of  too  much  ease  and 
pleasure  is  the  sure  way  to  national,  as  it  ia  to 
individual,  decay. 

Much  that  applies  to  the  United  States 
now  may  well  apply  to  Canada  in  future, 
though  just  now  there  is  so  much  undevel- 
oped territory  and  untapped  resources  in  the 
Dominion  that  there  is  no  immediate  danger. 
If.  however,  comfort  on  this  continent  is 
widespread,  so  is  intelligence,  and  in  that  lies 
the  hope  that  the  danger  the  professor  fore- 
sees may  be  checked  and  controlled. 

SucccAKion  Dulien 

The  will  of  the  late  Viscount  Bennett 
shows  how'  heavily  succession  duties  in  Great 
Britain  can  cut  into  large  estates.  According 
to  dispatches.  Lord  Bennett's  groaa  estate 
amounts  to  878.795  pounds,  or  about  $3,- 
500,000;  but  from  this  the  death  duties 
sliced  568.055  pounds,  reducing  the  net  es- 
tate to  310,730  pounds,  or  roughly  a little 
over  $1,200,000.  This  goes  to  prove  the 
truth  of  the  statement  that  there  cannot  be 
very  many  rich  men  in  Great  Britain  today, 
since  if  the  process  of  reduction  goes  on  with 
each  successive  generation  great  fortunes  must 
be  seriously  pared  down.  No  doubt  all  this 
is  due  chiefly  to  the  stringency  necessitated 
by  war.  since  if  money  haa  to  be  raised  it 
must  in  part  be  taken  from  those  who  have 
It.  Certainly  it  cannot  be  taken  from  those 
who  have  nothing.  What  the  result  may  be 
on  incentive  to  enterprise  and  the  crippling 
of  individual  power  to  foster  new  industries 
remains  to  be  seen.

f-our  traffic  accidents  in  Vtctoru  on  hiiday, 
by  no  means  untypical  ol  the  wcek  i toll, 
sent  an  eldeciy  woman  to  hospital  critically 
injured,  a man  to  the  same  place  with  lesser 
hurts,  and  caused  damage  to  several  motor 
and  other  vehicles,  i'hai  in  itself  would 
serve  to  emphasize  the  sharp  need  lor  better 
traffic  control  in  the  Cjrealer  Victoria  area, 
for  the  devising  of  better  methods  and  tor 
the  education  of  the  public  in  these.  The 
fact  that  the  community  has  doubled  m 
population  inside  ot  a decade,  coupled  with 
the  great  increase  ol  motor  traffic  on  the 
roadi.  has  rendered  inadequate  and  obso- 
lete cxlstiog  provisions  for  the  automatic  di- 
rection of  urban  and  suburban  traffic.  The 
installation  of  a few  hundred  parking  meters 
in  the  city  will  do  nothing  to  change  that. 
Only  a workable  revision  of  the-  whole  traf- 
fic system  can. 

It  is  time  to  draw  aueniion  to  some  glar- 
ing anomalies  that  persist,  sometimes  in  the 
heart  of  the  <iiy  itself.  Beside  the  City  Hall, 
for  example,  there  exists  one  of  the  most 
confusing  tnursacitons  (hat  lso  be  tound  m 
any  Coast  city.  It  is  at  the  intersection  of 
IDouglas  and  Pandora,  where  hanging  in  the 
centre  of  the  street  under  the  traffic  lights 
IS  the  sign:  “No  l.rk  Turns.”  Despite  that 
written  direction,  the  Pernwood  street  cat 
makes  a left  turn  there  every  lew  minutes, 
and  streams  of  motor  buses  all  day  long  do 
the  same  thing.  *1  be  street  cars  stick  to  their 
r.iils.  but  the  buses  arc  often  to  be  found  any- 
ulKrc.  sometimes  traveling  against  the  traf- 
fic lights.  It  IS  a miracle  that  there  has  not 
been  a fatality  there  every  day  at  the  rush 
hours.  Near-accidents  occur  by  the  score  there 
daily.  Here  is  a misdirection  to  the  publk, 
with  all  of  the  compounded  conlusion  chat 
entails.

In  simibr  mjnncr  4l  Hillside  and  Quadra 
two  important  streams  of  traffic  come  to- 
gether without  benefit  ol  a traffic  light,  or 
other  th.in  a few  stop”  signs  scattered  about. 
At  Oak  Bay  junction  there  is  the  absurdity 
of  four  "slop”  Signs  hailing  four  streams 
of  traffic,  without  any  provision  lor  starting 
them  again.  What  happens  there  can  be  im- 
agined. as  each  driver  guesses  at  what  should 
come  next.  A traffic  hghc  would  cure  that, 
and  It  IS  badly  needed.  I hcrc  arc  many  other 
places  inside  the  city  limits  where  little  or  no 
effort  has  been  made  yet  to  realize  the  traffic 
problem,  or  to  provide  for  its  .solution. 

In  the  environs  of  the  city,  under  provin- 
cial or  district  muhicipal  control,  there  are 
some  patent  anomalies.  A bad  one  is  at 
( raigffuwrr  Bridge,  where  iIk  Island  lligh- 
w.sy  funnels  its  traffic  down  the  hill  towards 
a half-concealed  corner,  leading  to  Admirals 
Road.  (!raigffowcr  Road  and  the  bridge.  A 
traffic  light  and  a good  deal  more  visibility 
are  needed  there.  Brtwsen  Four  Mile  Hill 
and  Parsons  Bridge  the  highway  is  pas'ed/ 
narrow,  curvmg  and  again  divided  by  a cen- 
tral line,  and  into  this  bottleneck  empties 
'i'hclis  l ake  and  other  roads.  Road  widen- 
ing IS  clearly  indicated  there.  Again,  near 
rhe  CoIwockJ  Hotel,  where  the  Island  and 
Sookc  Highways  come  together  there  is  poor 
visibility  and  need  of  a blinker  light. 

What  seems  to  have  been  overlooked  is 
that  motor  traffic  in  this  area  has  doubled  and 
redoubled.  1 here  are  now  heavy  streams  to 
Heal  with,  and  they  cannot  he  toured  in  any 
haphazard,  hit  or-miss  plan  I he  aim  of  the 
present  pictures  is  to  show  some  of  these  sore 
thumbs  in  Greater  Victorias  iraffic  system, 
and  to  ask  for  their  elimination  C ertainly 
the  unsignalled  left  turns  on  E)ouglas  Street, 
and  the  lack*  or  misdirection,  of  existing 
(talTic  lights  and  signposts  can  be  put  right. 

Traffic  signals  and  devices  alone  will  not 
cure  everything.  Much  remains  to  be  done 
with  drivers  and  pedestrians  alike.  One  of 
the  worst'HRlMers  among  the  former  is  the 
public  carrier  driver  who  has  been  so  long  on 
on*  route  that  he  begins  to  feel  that  he  owns 
It.  and  drives  accordingly.  He  can.  and 
should,  be  checked  op.

(he  Dominion  s larger  area.  It  u true  at 
lub-Arctic  areas,  'the  Canadian  shield  and 
the  tundra  lands  of  iIk  Northwest  I erri- 
lories  subtract  from  the  habitability  of  large 
pontons,  but  no  one  knows  what  mineral 
or  other  possibiliiics  lie  hidden  in  these  great 
unexplored  lands.

I here  is  a story  told  by  ar^hcolugivls  o( 
a discovery  made  some  years  ago  among  the 
rums  of  Nippur.

It  told  of  the  long  hours  of  forced 
labor  and  of  dwellings  not  fit  to  harbor  a 
goal,  and  for  all  these  ills  they  sought  from 
(heir  prince  amelioration  and  redress  l:vj- 
Jenlly  some  scholar  must  have  come  to  their 
aid  and  inscribed  the  petition  lor  them 
What  the  result  was  is  not  told,  bu.t  then 
was  411  undecipherable  square  in  one  corner 
of  a brick,  which  the  savants  thought  might 
mean  received  and  filed  ‘ 

f-rom  this  i.s  will  be  seen  that  claims  lur 
(he  redress  ol  wrong  are  no  new  thing,  and 
m those  days  ol  forced  labor  and  the  lore- 
man's  whip  there  was  probably  much  more 
reason  for  it  than  there  is  now,  and  there 
was  much  less  chance  for  amendment.  So  the 
w(«rld  moves  forward.
